^Dtttfky, wiib alltite ^mfUl^* 
under which she baf: )>lfft«|A>Pa !>- 
bored, Is ,t9-day,j5p(rU<5 
spirit of proKrosa and improvo- 
mciit. Ilir pcoplo overywhera are 
animated with the laudafile'dcalro to 
SCO her woiiiiirfiil i-osoaifes devel- 
oped, and her advancement in wealth 
and pro.>ipi'rlty promoted by all rea- 
Honable and available nicann. To 
that end they would divert to our 
midst a portion at leant of the vast 
tide of imaiigi(allon abttl^ly JrininK 

to other sections of our eoniitry. Hut 
we will apiiottl in vain to the enlei - 
prlsjnn cltlzeUH of other Slates, or the 
tkrifly Ipiniiltraut from (^hcr eowi- 
tii'efi, ui fovnc tf Ith his niplfftl, W« 
skill, bis industry and enerjfv, and 
malttj b|s li<i|)io among ua, to assist 
us ih iiicHnlnmg our nilnoral!!, utiliz- 
lug our ^ator power and cultlvatlnB 
fields when ho can torn upon us and 
tell us that representative men of one 
of our great political parties in con- 
vention aaaembled havQ solemnly a>- 
aured hi,m that there is no protection 
«»rHfci-Jttai*r or property in our 
mldai^ wat'aB our crimlnalaad pen- 
al lawaare aunulladi thai we bav« 



social and political chaoa ; thajf onv 
couHf lilVO born atripped of their 
powani«Ml . IftwleaaniBia, in tta worat 
and moat dangerona form, atalka rad- 
handed and nnreatrained tbron^nt 
our Comq^waattti. 

I am perftetly' aware how all 'Ihia 
la lo be anawered. I know it will be 
said that all theae wild, exaggerated 
acca|iat(o4% . .*o oUiarly damning to 
the MpnlatHm of onr State, if true, 
are only a atrong way of atating the 
fact that the preaent Execntiye baa 
been nawlae and Indiaereet in the ex- 
oreiana of the pardoning power. 
Whether be liaa at all times made a 
pi'o|H-r use of hia high prerogative, or 
wheiherhe haa erred inita exeri{iaea 
in any i>articuUr inttanee, la aome- 
ihinir that neither yon nor I nor any 
just man can aay without ftilt knowl- 
edge of all the fketa upon which lie 
acted. That he may have ei-red; 
llial III- may have been misled In 
many iiiKlaiii eM, may be probable, for 
to err is liuiiiaii, but the most malig- 
nant and unw rnpuloiis enemy he lias 
on earth caniiiil triitlirully Uh-cii lliat 
ill any ease liiu escutcheon has been 

linked by the aiigbtaft aoapiolon of 

corruption. 

But fellow-cilizens. n lilli- speakin-r 
of the pardoniii({ power, il may not 
be oul of |)lai e for me lo digress siif- 
tli-ieiilly I'niiii my ]ire<ciil line iif 
tliiiii;.'lil lo hriellv iiiTseiil my own 
views of tin; naliiie of that preroj.'a- 
tive and the prineipW-s upon which it 
shall 1)0 exen^ised if I should be 
chosen to Uie Chief Kxeeiitive Magis- 
Irac}' of our Commonwealth, as I 
iloubtleis shall be at the ap|)oaching 
Auguat vietition. The power of par- 
don is one of the neoeaaary and indls- 
p-nslble prerogative* of Ja soveregu 
State, without which It would be Im- 
pokiible for it to afford that oomplcio 
liratootloB-to l|ie innocent which It is 
under' even a higher obligatiun to 
render than 10 punlah the guilty, and 
tQ ; ameiloiate tba extreme ngor of 
tliiilaw wbini demanded by the m- 
(intrementa ofjnttiee. Ita exerciao by 
theOhlef Siceeailfte, to wham it ia 
Intrusted by our oonatitntion, iaa 
judferal Ainctiou. It cannot, 
in myjudgemei^fbeproperlr^xerted 
ax a mere matter of grace, reaulting 
fi-oni a simple sentiment of sympathy 
or pity In tlie Executive mind, how- 
ever commendable each a aeutiment 
may Iw in our nature, but only in 
conipliaiiee with rigid reqnirementaof 
justicT in view of the llicia aurronnd- 
iiiH eucii particular cnso— Jostioe lo 
the }(i-eat Ixidy of the people, as well 
as to the ilidivual iinniediately involv- 
ed. To permit a eitizeii lo lie wi-onjt- 
fiilly ur iindnly punished re^'uitlless 
of any mili^saliiij; eiieiiinslancex, of 
which iK-rhaps the xinet Idler of the 
law eonid lake no iiolii c would not 
only he enielly In liiiii. Iiut the most 
Hagrant iiijiisliee to the lionnr of the 
Commonweallli as well as to every 
Individual who looks to its eouKtitn. 
lion and laws for pi-oteeiion. while 
on Ihn other hand, to allow any one 
lo cacapo penally just due to his 
crime, a« a mere ]i«rsonal favor to 
the convict, would be a most cruel 
ilab;at the very vitals of the iMKly 
politic. Ent-trtainlut: these views, 
my fellow-cltizona, should 1 bo calleil 
uiwu lo exercise tlila high power con- 
fl-rred by your Chief Executive for 
such benefloent pnrpoiea, I would 
si^nitiniaa the eirenmatanoca pre- 
sented with the atrict imiwrUaliiy of 
a Juror and the diainteieated fldelity 
nf a Judge, meting out aaflkraa my 
judgment might enable me equal 
and exact Juatiee— Jnatiea to the 
Commonwealth aud convict alike. 



TIIK BEVKMIK LAWS. 
Itnl lo lelnni to tlii> leiiiarkahle in- 
dietmeut. AVe ale told "that the laws 
enacted for the safe and speedly eol- 
loction of our ivveiiue have been 
disregarded." When, wliei-c and by 
whom? Will gentlemen who make 
this alltgatioii please give us a bill of 
partk-ulari? That the full amount 
of revenue aasessed has uol boon col- 
lected In any particular year, either 
before or since the Democratic party 
got i^utrol of the Govemmgnt, no 
one will protend to deny ; but you 
tnd'Iaud eyery aane man knowa 
that the d^iinqoenoy, whatever it 
may have been in any particular year, 
haa beaa Biainly attributable to the 
inabUity of the tax-payer to pay hi* 
taxes, and tu M>me«xtout,to the fknit 
of tbe local oBIcIala in tbh aeverai 
countiea, aud if gentlemen will take 
tbe trouble to examine the atatiatica 
to be found in the Auditor'a reporU 
from year to year, they will tod a 
greater proportion of aiidt delinqnen- 
olos iu countiea having clear Republl- 
cau majorities, and where the assess- 
ments, collection and returns of the 
revenue are made by Republican oM- 
eei R, and if they will look at the last 
of these reports they will find that In 

the year 187<) all hut* , aud in the 

yeai' \m all but <20a 45 of the entire 
revenue was actually paid into the 
Ti-casury. 

IMrREASB OP TAXATION. 

But again, it is charged that "that 
our taxation has giratly Increased 
aud onrexiiendilures have inoii! than 
doubled." Now mark how plain a tale 
shall put this down. From 18.')0 to 
1802 tlie rale of laxntiou in our State 
was twenty cents 011 each hundred 
dollars' worth of (iroperty. Ill lft(12 it 
was raised to thirty cents, al which 
it remained until 1805— the golden 
year of blissful prosperity to which 
our Itepubllcau iV-IciKis ai-e so fond of 
referring— when wo bad what tliey 
rail ''a goml Union IjOglslaturc,"' aud

f mment waa tnt Avm the iniquitous 
dominion orD<nao£racy^ That it was 
increaaek to forty cent* on the hun- 
dred dollara, Jnat one himdred per 
eant more than ibe IMnoerata left it 
afhen they went out of poWer. In 
18117 it waa deoreaaod to thirty oenu 
again. In 18N ttuiiik eenta on . the 
hundred doUani wiire added for com- 
mon school purpoaoa, iaiakiagUlo rate 
forty>ilve,atwbleh it'raiaaiBad until 
187a when another Damaeratlo ad- 
ministration again redneed it to for- 
ty. In 1877 it wu pat back to forty- 
live, 1879 a half-oeoton' the' hundred 
dollara waa added for tlie iwnelit of 
the SUte college, and in 1881 two 
cents additional was voI^mI in order 
to give the negro pupil children of 
the Commonwealth an equal pro rata 
of the common school fund, making 
our present rate forty-seven and oue- 
balf cent on each one hundred dollars, 
twenty-two and u half cents of which 
is for cduitational purposes. Deduct, 
the taxes wliieh have been voted un- 
der Deiiioeralie administration for 
llie proiiiiilioii of this grand object 
and the tax of the live ei-nts oil the 
hundred dollars which the Demo- 
crats found ill existence when they 
got eonti iil of the Slate.aiiil we have 
for all the oi-diiiary purposes of the 
(iineniiiieiit only iwi'iily-live icut^ — 
jiist leii i eiit> less oil each IhhkIiciI 
dollars than was as.sesscd for precisely 
the same jiurijoscs in the hlessed year 
181)"). So far, therefore, IVoin their 
having increased the ratv of taxulioii, 
the Democral.s have actually dimin- 
ished it, for every piir|H)sc save that 
of cilucatioii, twenty-live jH-r cent, 
since they got control of tbe btate. 

TUB STATF eXPIWDrnJBKS. 

But it is sail] "lliat our evpcndi- 
tures have more than doubled." How 
it was possihlc lor any man or set of 
men. to make an assertion so iiHei ly at 
riaiicc with the truth is alisoliitelv 
vaincoinprehi'iisihle.If they hail sim- 
ply taken the trouble to examine tlie 
soui-ce of iinfornialinii which is ac- 
cessible to every eitiien of the Coni- 
nionwealth. they would have seen 
how totally indefensible such wildly 
exaggerated statements are. Now 
the Auditor'a report shows that tbe 
total amount drawn froiii the Treas- 
urer from OctoCer Ibr iSBS, to (>( to- 
bor 10, 1866, was|S,002,888: while ilie 
amount paid for the Cs -lal vear ending 
October 10^ 1881, waa (2,S71,21ii,show - 
iir^ irA'Tii8Nair'oriaa,S88. ir you 
will exaininf - these reporta a. little 
inoro eantyjfy.'yon will ifii^, howev- 
er, that more than twice tiiat sum Is 
covered by the increase of our coin- 
mou aohooi ftind, and tbe inoreaae in 
cost of maintaining these beneficent 
public charltiea which have long re- 
Heclttd Buch enviable credit upon our 
Coniinonwealtb. an inercaso owing 
almost entirely to the large Incroase 
ill the number of those unfortunate 
bluings wlio arc dependent upon Ihesc 
splendid benefactions. You will flud 
that the increase of ox|X!diturcs for 
our common strliools alone amounted 
to $,'iC)l,,s:sl, while that for the support 
f various iiublic charities reach $ISJ, 
(),')!•. amounting in all to i((;s7,.")'.ti. or 
♦Ilil.lOi more than the total increase 
of cxiicndilures I have already iiieii- 
fioued, showing in jioint of fact, a 
large diniinutiun in the aggregate ex- 
jiciiditures for the ordinary purposes 
of the (tiiveriiment. 

.Vs an illiislration of tliediniinution 
of our oi-dinary expenditures iu some 
particulars, while I admit that iu 
others thei-u may have been some 
uocossary increase, I call attention to 
the fact that the cxpen.ses for erlm- 
iiial prosceiitioir. in tWit! amounted to 
$'202,8I>5 while in 1380 '81 they 
amnuiilcd l« |lW,8;ti). or ahoni $2.").- 
000 loss. My distinguished frieinl. 
however. Is In the habit of citing as 
an instance of extraordinary extrava- 
gance that the Bush's llepurN have 
cost the State on an average about |IU 
\Kt volume, but he forgets the fact, if 
he was aware of It, that the price of 
that work was fixed by the Leglsla- 
turo of I860, and'tliat since that |ime 
the cost has been reduced by Demo- 
cratic legislation to $3 a volume, 



THE SINKIXQ I'UNU BESOUIICES 

But, again : It is. gravely alleged 
that "the resources of the sinking 
flind have been violated again and 
again by abstracting from that fund 
large sums of money to meet the deti 
cloneies of the Treasury.''

But 
while the par value of Ihes^ stocks 
was i|4,83!),475, what pray, was Its 
real value 'I The Auditor says It is 
uncertain, and well ho might There 
is not an'inteirilgenil'ithii in tlie Com- 
inoHwealth, who kuoilra ''ijiiliytliing 
about the market Value of the stocks 
which the State held In a number of 
decayed turnpike companies, who 
does not know that it would uotliave 
averaged ten cents on the dollar, if 
Indeed it could have bccu sold in the 
market for half that price. 
. Ini^ntof ficti am informed that 
thls stoel^ was, after several years, 
dropped out of the usual ettilnate of 
the resources of tiie slaking ftoiid be- 
cause it had no market value{ but 
putting it at twenty-tivn cents On tbe 
liiindred dollars, we flmi that Inatead 
of over eight millions the Democrats 
had only 1:4,422,844 assets with which 
lo pay $4.1111.190 4(i debt, an actual 
delieil of $1«S,84<;.

Now my distinguished friend 
knows, as well as 1 do, thai there has 
been an account kept year by year, 
showing ih>m what source every 
coot which went into that fund was 
derived, andahowing specifically the 
variona purposes for which it was 
paid out. Ue knows, moreover that 
this account has uot onl^ been kept 
in the Auditors office in Frankfort, 
but taat it has been. printed aud pub- 
lished to the. world frou^ time to lime, 
and can be found In any clerk's office 
in tbe State, and if one .'mill of the 
sinking fund bu beei Aiaappliod, it 
one mill of it has been wasted; let 
him stop to the foot lights and show 
It. If he cannot, let him like an hon- 
orable gentleman, ccaso his insinua- 
tions of mismanagement and corrup- 
tion in oounection with it. 

'. THE ACT or .1880. 

in 1880, however,- therewas a sur- 
plus of thia fUnd on hand over and 
above what waa required for its le- 
gitimate pnriwses, aud the question 
was' presented to the U^gislatnre 
what disposition was to bo made of 
it. The concluslon.arrivadat by the 
I..egislature and their reasons there- 
for, will liotb appear in the act which 
passed for 11, and which will now 
read: 

WuEHEAS. The oiitstlfnding in 
dobtotluess of Ihe Stale, in gross,

missioners of the sinking fUnd be and 
they are hereby authorised to direct 
the Auditor of Public Accounts to 
transfer to the revenue proper, Ihe 
said surplus and anyotber surplus 
that may arise from lime to lime 
fi-om the resoni-ces of the sinking 
fund over a'nd above what inoy be 
needed lo pay the intei-est upon the 
said boiideii indebtedness, and ujion 
the school debt, which is a |M-ruianeul 
and n-redeemiblc loan. This act to 
1)0 in force from Its passage. Ap- 
proved April 8th, 1880. 

From this It will be seen that then- 
was a considerable sum bidonging to 
the i>eople which had Bccuinulate<l in 
the Treasury to the credit of a ftiiid, 
and for a purpose for which it Wjis 
not needed, and the question was 
simply whether it should lie there 
where it could do 110 good or be ap-

■fTIW.llW. it may be said, however, 
that this turnpike stuck is of vei-y 
nncertuiiM aliie. Ilnl grant that il is 
— grant thalil is valueless — anil tlieie 
is still left of casli and available as- 
sets ^i'(W,l:t;i with which to meet Ihe 
$174,000. Itiit it will be observed 
that the turnpike stoi k in this ac- 
count is not set down al par. as was 
done iu 1805 and fur some years af- 
terwards, hut at its estimated market 
value. Suppose, however, that w'e 
assume that it has been over estimated 
that it is worth only twenty-five i>er 
cent, of what the Commissioners of 
t^e sinking fbnd value it at, and we 
have ail aggregate of $333,133 of aval I - 
Abie assets wiUi Which to meet $174,- 
000 of debt 

It may be said, however, that the 
Stato owes a bonded debt greatly 
larger than this; that it owes the 
State lioard of education aboudof 
$1,227,000 and a bond to the several 
counties for the surplus of Unexpen- 
ded aohooi fliioneys apportioned to 
them amiiuiitlflg^ .tol30ftl6i in addi- 
tion. This is all true, but it will be 
observed that the siiiking fUud Is not 
liable for a cent of either of these 
ainounU. In foct neither of these 
Imuds are . to be redeemed at all. 
They are sacredly set apart as a per- 
manent foud for the common school 
purposes, the State paying out of Its 
revenues Into the common school fund 
annually a sum equ-d to the iiiteii-.st 
on them al six per cent, and for that 
)Hir|Mise selling .iside live 11 iil- on 
Mil- hundred dollars of lavalilc prop- 
erty each year, which is ilislrilniled 
annually among the jiiipil eliildren 
of Ihe Slate who are onliiled lo It aiv. 
cording lo law. 

I have now shown you. fellow eili- 
zeus. from offlcial llgnics that there 
has been no inismaiiiigenienl of Ihe 
fiscal all'aii-s ofonr Slate under Dem- 
ocratic auspices, and 1 defy the pro- 
luctioii of a scintilla of evidence that 
there has bei 11 a cent of our public 
funds fraui'iilen'.ly or corruptly inis- 
opplieil. I hope, therefore, that these 
oft-repeated and as oft-refuted 
charges will l>c considered by all hop- 
able and fair-minded gentlemen as

wlillo, afterwarda rotnming and re- 
suming hit connection with the Ban- 
ner. In' tho meantime be obtained 
license in thia county to practice law. 
He loft Princeton and went to lioqit- 
villo June 24th and tecured a posi- 
tion aa reporter on the Commeroial. 
Ho waa taken aiek a few dayt later 
and wat Jutt convaletcliig wlien the.

i\Ir. I'lippo wast well-brod, ednea- 
ed and pleasant young gentleman. 
He was modest in his address and 
habits, indiistrliins and ainliitloiis. 
But ho lacked practical liirectioii and 
was iiieiilally iiiibalanced. His is n 
■lory tiiat is told with more or less fre- 
piency In newapapar oolomna every 
year " - ■ 

tLIPPO's DNREqiMTKII l.dVK, 

During Mr. Flippo's residence in 
Princeton lie became ilcs|ierately eii- 
amori'd wilh a young lady llieii re- 
siding tbci'i', who is u sister ofa well- 
known Kentucky journalist. His 
love was not returned, but lie per- 
sistnl in his attoutions and in the 
spring of 1882 attempted to commit 
suicide in the youag lady's presence. 
He culled on her one evening, and 
after l«'iug assured that his suit 
could never lie regarded favorably, he 
swallowed jioison, and before the 
young lady could auinmon assistance, 
full helpless on the floor, A doctor 
and a stomach pump saved his life, 
but he had been cranky over ainoe, 
and It is more than probi|ble that this 
same love aHMHiiNiiJiafecret cause 
of hit deiperatc atep laat week. Bo- 
fore be bwame mentally anbalaneed 
ho wat a bright and rather promising 
young fellow, whote worat foalt was 
litlh(.' paidaaabla eoaooit and a 
foiidnoM for uttng the largest wordt 
in the dictionary. He wu of ilander 
build, with it very prominent noae, 
black hair, thin black moustache and 
dark eyea, and was upon tho whole a 
ratlior gentoci, good-looking young 
man. He was very moral in his 
iiablts and was energetic mid ambi- 
tious, and oxceclingiy foud of ladies' 
oeiety.iip tlic time of his iinforluiiate 
love att'air in Princeton.
